FAST DISAPPEARING ONE 
Who will rep air the shoes of the 
nex t generation? 
Who will be the cobblers of ten or 
twenty y ears hence? 
"Will the men and women of the fu ­ 
tu re be able to find a p lace in Dix on 
where they can hav e half soles rep lac­ 
ed and the thou sand and one jobs of 
rep airing done? 
Cobblers are dy ing and 
q u itting 
the bu siness throu gh age ev ery day 
and none are learning the trade. No 
more does the y ou ng man start in the 
shop to learn the art of shoe mak ing. 
That day has p assed. The bench and 
row of lasts, the mak ing of shoes for 
the cu stomer, to his measu re, has giv ­ 
en way before the factory where the 
shoes are made by machine and the 
work er k nows one p rocess, bu t the 
rest is a sealed book . 
The cobblers, the men who 
can 
mak e the entire shoe, mak e any re­ 
p airs. is a necessity , it seems, bu t al­ 
so a relic of the p ast age. 
Yet it will be necessary for all time 
to hav e shoes rep aired. It can not be 
done at home and shoes cost too 
mu ch to be thrown away when they 
giv e ou t in some resp ects, at least by 
most p eople. 
No y ou ng men are training u p to 
tak e this p lace and the men who are 
trained in the work are disap p earing 
y ear by y ear. 
In Dix on now there 
are few cobblers and the shoe stores 
find Increasing difficu lty in 
filling 
this p lace. The p resent work men who 
rep air shoes find their hands more 
than fu ll. 
Where once there were 
p lenty now there are few and there 
is no rep lenishing sou rce. 
Machinery here has destroy ed a 
trade and has su p p lied nothing to 
tak e the p lace of the rep air man who 
will disap p ear 
when 
the 
p resent 
work men q u it the bu siness throu gh 
old age or death. 
The shoemak er has been a town 
character for ages, u su ally a crafts­ 
man worthy of his calling and a man 
often a p hilosop her and fitted with 
edu cation. Today in Dix on the re­ 
maining cobblers are then far abov e 
the av erage of mechanics in ability 
and standing. The trade either drew 
men of u nu su al characteristics to it­ 
self or dev elop ed these characteristics 
from its own su rrou ndings. 
In Dix on in recent y ears there hav e 
disap p eared sev eral of the old time 
cobblers. Age and infirmities hav e 
rendered them u nable to follow their 
chosen calling and there are bu t few 
left.

bu y ers and farmers here are receiv ­ 
ing q u otations from all the p rincip al 
cities in the United States, on mel­ 
ons. 
Bu y ers are on the grou nds 
from Chicago and other p oints from 
the early p art of the melon season 
u ntil its close, and as we said before, 
ou r p eop le are getting mu ch better 
p rices and a su rer m ark et for their 
mleons than Mu scatine, Iowa, which 
p lace has been the strong est compet­ 
itor In this line. 
There are compar­ 
ativ ely few melons raised there now 
to what there used to be. 
Last week Henry Houg hton, who 
has twenty acres in melons, sold his 
patch for a little ov er $30 an acre, 
being twice what the same land could 
hav e been purchased for a few y ears 
ag o, and being but little less than 
what it could be purchased for to­ 
day . 
Others hav e also sold 
their 
patches from $15 to $20 per acre 
this y ear and land that will produce 
crops that will bring such prices will 
not long remain at the low fig ure that 
it ca nnow be purchased for. 
We do not believ e there is a farm 
in Carroll county outside of the Sand­ 
ridg e that will produce a crop that 
will bring $30 an acre, with the same 
amount of labor, and y et some land 
is bring ing as hig h as $115 and $130 
an acre.— Thomson Rev iew.

Fall in which sev eral p eop le receiv ­ 
ed inju ries. J. E. Clark , chief insp ec­ 
tor of the International Harv estei 
comp any , boards at the Bu rgess home 
and is a Kreat Iotp t of rhlMrF ir iru a ' 
in tu rn is lik ed v ery mu ch by all th< 
children in the neighborhood. For a 
nu mber of y ears Mr Clark work ed in 
a p harmacy and has some k nowledge 
of chemical action. By way of amu se­ 
ment for his little friends he had rig 
god u p a hy drogen generator 
and 
with the gas made bu bbles in the 
su ds and the children wou ld ignite 
them with a match 
which cau sed 
them to ex p lode with a sharp snap . 
Last ev ening a score of children werf 
being entertained by Mr. Clark on 
the front p orch of the Bu rgess home 
when one of the little ones u ninten­ 
tionally held a lighted match too near 
the generator which mu st hav e had a 
small leak . This cau sed it to ex p lode 
with a crash which was 
distinctly 
heard all ov er the city . At the time 
of the ex p losion the children 
were 
crowded closely abou t the 
demon­ 
strator and the retort and why some 
bf them were not fatally inju red is 
a my stery . Little Floy Av is Scott, the 
dau ghter of Dr. J. F. Scott, receiv ed 
the worst inju ry as a p iece of the gas 
tank stru ck her abou t an inch below 
the left ey e and cu t a gash fou r in­ 
ches long and to the bone. Fay Gray 
dau ghter of Mr. and Mrs. Eu gene 
Gray , receiv ed a bad gash on the arm. 
Clark has a badly gashed arm and : 
scratch across the body , and a little 
Bu rgess boy has sev eral slight bru is­ 
es and scratches. Sev eral of the chil­ 
dren in the p arty escap ed inju ry en­ 
tirely . All the p eop le abou t the Bu r­ 
gess home were so shock ed by the 
force of the ex p losion that it was 
fu lly two minu tes before they regain­ 
ed their senses su fficiently to inv es­ 
tigate the accident. The little son of 
Mr. Gray , who liv es across the street 
from the Bu rgess home, has been 
dangerou sly ill and the nerv ou s shock 
su stained by reason of the ex p losion 
req u ired medical attendance du ring 
the night. 


PENSION DECISIONS OF 
INTEREST TO SOLDIERS 
Pension decisions by the assistant 
secretary of the dep artment of the 
interior: 
The soldier serv ed in the war of 
the rebellion from Au gu st 18 62, to 
Ju ne 18 65, and was honorably dis­ 
charged. He su bseq u ently enlisted in 
the United States regu lar army in 
18 7 0. and deserted 
therefrom

3 8 7 1: was nev er ap p rehended or re 
tu rned to his command and at the 
time of bis death in 18 7 9 was borne 
on the war dep artm ent records as a 
“deserter at large.” 
Held that the 
foregoing state of facts the soldier’s 
widow had no title to p ension u nder 
the p rov isions of section 4 7 02, R. S., 
the general law, bu t that su e wou ld 
be entitled to p ension u p en establish­ 
ing her claim by p rop er p roof, u nder 
the p rov isions of section 3. act of 
Ju ne 27 . 18 9 0.

A mother shall be assu med to hav e 
been dep endent u p on her son within 
the meaning of section 47 07 , R. S., if 
at the date of his death she bad no 
other adeq u ate means of su p p ort than 
the ordinary p roceeds of her 
own 
p aanu al labor and the contribu tions 
of her son, or of any other p erson 
who is not legally bou nd to aid in her 
su p p ort. 
A state militia whose military ser­ 
v ice was rendered in an organization 
that was nev er incorp orated in the 
serv ice of the United States, bu t re­ 
mained u nder the au thority of the 
state gov ernment, was not in the ser­ 
v ice of the United States for p ension­ 
able p u rp oses.

This becau se the 
management hav e p rohibited bou n­ 
teou s ap p lau se on the Sabbath and 
su ggested as a su bstitu te the shak e 
of the handk erchief. A w riter in the 
Rock ford Rep u blic of Monday say s:

“The Chau tau q u a manage­ 
ment shou ld hav e ev ery one of those 
handk erchiefs insp ected before any 
one is p ermitted to swing them 
on 
high. 
“Of cou rse I k now it is p retty hard 
on the Sabbath to allow the boister­ 
ou s ap p lau se, bu t it’s worse to hav e 
those germs wafted abou t. I think 
the management shou ld confine the 
ap p reciation on Su nday to hitting the 
finger nails together.

GOG AND MAGOG. 


V arlnn*

Th« *ai* T w o F a B ioa a 
G ian ts. 
Who were Gog and Magog? English 
tradition says that they were tbe last 
of a race of giants who Infested Eng­ 
land until tbev were destroyed by 
some of the Trojans who went to the 
British isles after tbe destruction of 
Troy. 
Gog and Magog, it is said, were 
tak en captiv e to London, where they 
were chained at the door of the palace 
of the k ing. 
When they died wooden 
images of the* two giants were put in 
their place*. 
In the course of time a 
great fire destroyed these, but now, If 
y ou go to London, you will see in tbe 
great hall of one of the famous build­ 
ings—the 
Guildhall — two 
wooden effigies of men called Gog and 
Magog. 
But there are other traditions of the 
two giants. 
One is to the effect that 
when Alexander the Great ov erran 
Asia he chased into tbe mountains of 
the north an impure, wick ed and man 
eating people who were twenty-two na­ 
tions in num ber and who were shut up 
with a ram part in which were gates of 
brass. 
One of these nations was Goth 
and another Magoth, from which we 
readily get the names of the mythical 
giants. 
It is supposed, hoxv ev er, that 
the Turk s were meant by Gog and tbe 
Mongols were the children of Magog. 
We shall find mention made of Gog 
and Magog in many book s, including 
the Bible, but there are tbe great wall 
and the ram part of Gog and Magog, 
whatev er may hav e been the fact that 
gav e tbe names of tbe two giants to 
that portion of the structure.

When a young man determines to 
become a barrister and enters his name 
at one of the inns of court In London 
or Dublin he has to pay to the gov ern­ 
ment a fee of £ 25. 
And when he is a 
full fledged English or Irish barrister 
or a Scotch adv ocate he Las to fork out 
a further sum of £ 50. 
Should he desire to become a solicitor 
he Is fined ev en more heav ily. 
When 
he becomes an apprentice his fee to 
the gov ernment Is £ 80, and his yearly 
duty when he begins to practice is, for 
the first three years, £ 3 In the country 
and £ 4 10s. in London or Dublin and 
after the third year £ 6 and £ 0 respec­ 
tiv ely. 
So that a solicitor practicing 
forty years in London will hav e paid 
the gov ernment ov er 1400. 
A law agent (Scotland) pays £ 00 at 
commencement of study and £ 55 or £ S5 
on beginning practice in the sheriff’s 
court or court of session. 
If you want to change your surname 
of your own free will the gov ernment 
charges you only £ 10, but if you do it 
under tbe direction of some deceased 
benefactor it costs you £ 50. 
Bishops pay £ 30 for permission to be 
elected and £ 30 more for the royal as­ 
sent to their election, and the fees paid 
on receiv ing le tte rs patent are: By a 
baronet, £ 100; a baron. £ 150: a v iscount, 
£ 200; an earl, tli50: a marquis, £ 300, 
and a duk e. £ 350— London Express.
